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Carter unveils anti-inflation plan 
Panel ends work 
to combat sex 
discrimination

A high school student enrolls in a sewing class to make himself a T-shirt and 
a bike bag. 
After a dip in the whirlpool, a y o u n g soccer player asks the trainer to tape 
her ankles. 
A future engineer and her boyfriend, a future nurse, wear graduation robes of 
the same color as they accept their diplomas. 
If recommendations by the Title IX Steering Committee are implemented, 
such scenes soon may be too normal for lead treatment in a newspaper story. 
The committee — composed of schooi administrators, teachers, staff and 
community members — finished Wednesday a series of meetings begun last 
September to seek compliance with Title IX regulations prohibiting sex dis­ 
crimination in public schools. It approved for submission to the Lompoc 
Unified School District Board of Education a list of recommendations by seven 
subcommittees. A summary of the list: 
VOCATIONAL EDUCATION: This committee recommended efforts to 
remedy over 80 per cent enrollment of one sex in Industrial Arts. Home 
Economics and Business classes. However, it rejected suggestions that the 
Home Economics and Industrial Arts departments be merged, and that 
seventh graders be required to take a four quarter survey course covering 
Home Economics, Industrial Arts, Music and Art The latter suggestions were 
included a Minority Report also to be submitted to the school board 
COUNSELING AND FIN AN CIAL ASSISTANCE This committee recom­ 
mended examination of career interest tests for sex-based inequities, of Career 
Center reference materials for sex stereotyping, and of sex-restrictive 
scholarships. 
ATHLETICS: This committee recommended more soccer, sottDalj ana 
volleyball teams for girls, equal availability for girls and boys of assistant 
coaches, trainers, sports equipment, practice uniforms and travel expenses. It 
recommended equal pay for comparable boys and girls coaches. 
HEALTH AND PH YSICAL EDUCATION: This committee recommended 
updating the junior high Fam ily Life Program, adjusting physiological testing, 
in-service training for teachers, and elimination of the “ poor communication 
between the girls’ and boys’ P E. departments 
__ t 
EXTRA CU RRIC U LA R A C TIVITIES AND R U LES FOR STUDENTS: This 
committee recommended revision of junior and senior high school handbooks 
to eliminate unnecessary reference to gender, make dress codes apply to both 
sexes, announce, “ All clubs are open to all students.” and list coeducational 
sports, in which boys and girls may compete for team positions. 
The committee recommended that single-sex club names and by-laws be 
changed to include both sexes — for example, Cabrillo High’s Future Nurses 
Club be renamed “ Health Careers Club” - and that booster and PTAs be made 
aware they must comply with Title IX 
It recommended that a whirlpool for girls be added in schools where boys use 


0116. 
It also recommended that awards such as “ Most Improved” Boy and Girl 
awards be renamed “ Most Improved Student Award,’ that symbols and 
wording on plaques and trophies be neuter or the same sex as the recipient, 
that a neuter term be used for those who win letters in sports and that dress 
and seating arrangements for graduation not differ by sex. 
ADDITIONAL COURSE O FFER IN G S: This committee 
recommended 
that course descriptions be monitored to eliminate “ both overt and subtle 
gender references,” that course content be monitored to prevent unnecessary 
exclusion of one sex, that choruses be open to both sexes, that instructors be 
cautioned not to allow sex to be a “ determining factor’ in accepting or 
rejecting students for classes, or in grading and disciplining students. 
The committee recommended that student yearbooks and other school 
publications eliminate unnecessary gender identification and portray 
“ whenever possible, non-traditional role models.” 
The committee also recommended mandatory in-service training in Title IX 
requirements for district teachers, and active recruitment of teachers to ‘rec­ 
tify the imbalance” of males or females in certain schools 
EM PLO YM EN T. COMPENSATION AND FR IN G E B EN EFIT S: This com­ 
mittee recommended that job descriptions for boys’ and girls’ physical educa­ 
tion teachers be combined, that “ marital status" be eliminated on district ap­ 
plication forms, that elementary school principalship vacancy notices include 
a statement that “ employes with elementary teaching experience may apply 
for the position without possessing the administrative credential.’’ 
The Title 
IX Steering Committee considered adding a Minority Report 
recommendation that the school board establish an “ ongoing committee’ to 
monitor the implementation of Title IX recommendations " Most of the 13 
members present at Wednesday’s meeting voted for inclusion of this statement 
in the majority report But according to the 18-member committee s rules, a 
quorum of 10 is required to pass a motion 
There was also a dispute about the committee’s using the word “ sexist“ in 
its recommendations. Robert Thompson , director of curriculum, complained 
that “ sexist” is “ not in the dictionary” and therefore “ does not exist.” So the 
committee replaced the use of "sexist language,” in one recommendation, to 
read “ sex-based derogatory language.” 
A check by the Record, however, with 
“ Webster’s New Collegiate Dic­ 
tionary” showed an entry for sexism — “ prejudice or discrimination against 
women” and for sexist — “ adj. or n.”

Carter said the Soviet response to U.S. 
arms lim itations proposals "w ere 
predictable," and added he is concerned 
that the Russian leaders "have decided 
to go public as much as they have.” But 
he said he is glad they have outlined their 
proposals for the Soviet people. 


Carter said that when he meets with 
Brezhnev he does not want to be under 
pressure to reach “ a dramatic conclu­ 
sion or dramatic agreement.” 


Carter said he has no plans to abandon 
the two basic U.S. proposals for the 
SALT talks 


“ I see no reason to change our own 
proposals to ratify the basic agreements 
of Vladivostok and a much more drastic 
reduction in overall arms” supplies, the 
President said. 


Soviet leaders have said any new 
agreement must be based on the 1974 
Vladivostok accords signed by Brezhnev 
and President Gerald Ford. 


Illegal alien 


policy nearing 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter revealed today he will announce 
before the end of April a policy to deal 
with the growing number of illegal aliens 
flooding the nation, most of them from 
Mexico. 


Carter told a news conference that a 
task force headed by Attorney General 
Griffin Bell and Labor Secretary Fred 
Marshall is now preparing a report for 
the White House 


“ I will have a message to present on 
the illegal or undocumented aliens 
probably within the next two weeks," 
Carter said. He did not disclose the 
features of his message “ not having ap­ 
proved yet the recommendations they 
will present to m e." 


The illegal alien issue is one of the 
main irritants in relations between Mex­ 
ico and the United States. 


But, unless solved, it could also affect 
relations with other hem ispheric 
countries from which many thousands 
more of these aliens come to the Unuted 
States, almong them the Dominican 
Republic, Ja m a ic a , E l Salvador, 
Guatemala and other Caribbean and 
Central American nations. 


According to official estimates, there 
are currently between five and eight 
million illegal aliens in the United 
States, mostly Mexicans

Electric Co., to work with his economic 
advisers in coordinating the anti­ 
inflation efforts. 
“ I expect this work to begin im­ 
mediately,” Carter said. 
In response to a reporter’s question 
about his decision Thursday to shelve the 
$50 per person rebate, Carter acknowl­ 
edged he would have a “ difficult” time 
explaining to a family of four who had 
counted on $200 from the government 
why they would not be receiving it. 
But, he added, “ I think that judgment 
(of withdrawing the rebate) was cor­ 
rect.” 
Saying there “ are no magic solutions” 
to controlling the inflation rate, the 
President said the fight “ can be won only 
by hard, day-to-day, unglamorous and 
often politically unpopular efforts, and 
by the voluntary cooperation and re­ 
straint of the American people." 
Carter also said his anti-inflation fight 
would not come at the expense of 
American workers’ jobs. 
“ High unemployment is a morally un­ 
acceptable — and ineffective — way of 
combating inflation and I totally reject 
that approach Inflation must not be at­ 
tacked by causing additional human mis­ 
ery.” 
In a statement released before the 
news conference, Carter said his anti­ 
inflation package would include: 
—Voluntary wage and price con­ 
straints by labor and industry. 
—A government crackdown on price 
fixing and monopolies. 
—A reduction of federal regulation 
that contributes to inefficient business 
operations that are ultimately costly to 
consumers. 
—Reform of rate setting regulations to 
encourage competition within regulated 
industries, including airlines. 
—International agreements to make 
commodities available at lower prices 
and no protective action by the U.S. 
government to restrain cheaper imports. 
During a question-and-answer session 
with reporters. Carter acknowledged his 
new energy policy, to be announced next 
week, will “ be inflationary in nature.” 
But he disputed predictions in news 
reports that the higher prices he will 
seek under the policy would fuel inflation 
by an additional 2 per cent or 3 per cent. 
“ We hope to be able ... to hold down 
the impact on inflation to less than one- 
half of 1 per cent by voluntary conserva­ 
tion wherever possible,” Carter said. 
The President said in addition to con­ 
servation, he hopes to counter some of 
the inflationary impact of the energy 
plan by funneling money collected 
through energy taxes back into the 
economy in the form of offsetting tax 
reductions in other areas. 
The inflation fighting package was the 
President’s second major economic an­ 
nouncement in two days. 
Carter dropped his controversial $50 
per person tax rebate Thursday on 
grounds that it would be inflationary. He 
also conceded there were “ political’’ 
considerations in his hard fight to get it 
through the Senate. 
The President said that if Congress 
should approve the Republicans’ income 
tax alternative to his ¿0 rebate — a per­ 
manent tax rate cut — “ I would veto it.” 
He added, “ I don’t think Congress 
would take that action. It would be 
irresponsible.” 
Carter said there was a “ sharp distinc­ 
tion” between his anti-inflation approach 
and the Ford and Nixon administrations. 


stimulate the economy” while combat­ 
ting inflationary pressures and un­ 
employment, he added. “ I refuse to con­ 
nect the two.” 
Business and academic economists 
have expressed concern over a renewal 
of double-digit inflation because of the 
two most recent government reports 
showing consumer and wholesale prices 
rising at an annual rate of about 13 per 
cent. 
Unemployment has averaged 7.4 per 
cent this year which is down somewhat 
from 1976 but still is one of the highest 
levels in the past 40 years. The number 
of unemployed persons has swelled to 
seven million. 
Carter was asked what he would say to 
a family of four who had counted on a 
$200 rebate he had earlier promised. 
“ That’s a hard question to answer and 
obviously the most difficult part of 
withdrawing the $50 rebate,” Carter 
responded. 
But, he said, the resurgence of the 
economy “ had to be balanced against the 
direct benefit to a family of the $50 
rebate.” 
He said the administration still hopes 
to increase the personal exemption to br­ 
ing some relief to taxpayers. 
“ Had we been able to get immediate 
action on the rebate” so that checks to 
Americans would have been ready to 
mail in April, Carter said, “ I would have 
gone ahead on it. It was a close call ... 
but I think that judgment (of withdraw­ 
ing the rebate) was correct.” 


“ Their approach to controlling infla­ 
tion was to deliberately dampen the 
economy” which in turn boosted un­ 
employment, Carter said.

Farmers cut 
production 
for 1977 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - California 
farmers, caught in a severe drought in 
many major farming regions of the 
state, have been forced to trim 1977 
production plans severely recently for 
crops including rice, sugar beets and 
grain sorghum, according to the 
A g ricu ltu re 
D ep artm en t’s 
crop 
reporting board. 
A January survey had indicated 
farmers intended to reduce plantings of 
all three crops, and results of an April 1 
survey released Thursday showed 
further substantial reductions have been 
forced since the earlier report. 
Cotton and barley acreage, however, 
will be up from last year’s level. 
The report showed California growers 
who had planted 318,000 acres of sugar 
beets last year had indicated January 
plans for 270.000 acres but now — 
presumably as a result of low prices for 
the crop as well as bad weather — are 
planning only 210,000 acres. 
California rice growers who planted 
421.000 acres in 1976 indicated plans for 
400.000 acres in January and only 320,000 
in the latest survey. 
Sorghum producers who planted 
235.000 acres last year planned 215,000 in 
January but only 140,000 acres on April 
1. 
Cotton growers, however, boosted 
their plantings from 1.1%) million acres 
in 1976 to 1.4 million acres in both the 
January and April surveys for 1977.

Andrus supports park expansion 


DURHAM. N.C. (U P I) - Interior 
Secretary Cecil D Andrus says he sup­ 
ports expansion of California’s Redwood 
National Park to protect the giant trees 
even though it w ill cause serious 
problems for three logging companies in 
the area. 
Conservationists have been locked in a 
battle with the timber industry over the 
proposed expansion that would halt 
timber cutting on private lands adjoining 
the 50,000-acre park 
The industry claims enlarging the park 
will throw hundreds of persons out of 
work and boost the area’s 15 per cent 
unemployment rate to 25 per cent. 
Andrus said Thursday he supports ex­ 
pansion of the park, but conceded the 
three logging companies working in the 
area will be “ hit severely.” He added. 
“ I ’m not as concerned about the mills as 


about the people who will be left without 
jobs." 
Andrus, whose department contains 
the National Park Service, said he had 
recommended to President Carter that 
“ we have some additions around that 
park to protect it. 
“ I can’t tell you what the president’s 
decision will be,” said Andrus 
Andrus’ statements Thursday were the 
first public comments by a Carter ad­ 
ministration official on the proposed 
expansion. 
A bill before Congress would enlarge 
the park to 74,000 acres, protecting more 
trees from the effects of timber cutting 
on adjoining lands 
The conservationists contend the logg 
ing threatens to tip the ecological 
balance in the park and destroy some of 
the trees, many of which are up to 2,000 


years old and over 200 feet high. 
Andrus’ comments came as a footnote 
to a speech before a symposium on 
forestry at Duke University. 
At an earlier news conference, he said 
industry has less influence at the Interior 
Department under the C arter ad­ 
ministration than under previous ad­ 
ministrations. 
“ Some of those people who had cozy 
relationships in the past will still have 
relationships, but they might not be so 
cozy," said Andrus 
Andrus also said he supports moving 
control of the nation’s forests out of 
the agriculture department and into the 
interior department 
“ That’s my personal opinion,” Andrus 
added, “ you can’t hang that one on Presi­ 
dent Carter. Frankly, I haven’t even dis­ 
cussed it with him."

B en eficial asp ects of a 
proposal by Kudu, Inc., of Lom­ 
poc, to expand facilities for 
c o o lin g and p ack in g of 
vegetables for shipping on a site 
about five miles west of Lom­ 
poc were stressed Thursday at 
a county environmental impact 
review hearing in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 


County Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F. Reynolds 
ruled as complete a negative 
impact declaration drawn up by 
staff and directed that the ap­ 
plication be sent on to county 
decision-makers 


Environmental Officer staf­ 
fer G il La F reniere said 
a d v e r s e im p a c ts of the 
proposed project on loss of 
prime soil and groundwater 
recharge would be insignifi­ 
cant. Beneficial impacts from 
the proposed project would in­ 
clude (1) a decrease in truck 
traffic between Lompoc and 


Santa by 1,000 round trips dur­ 
ing theharvest season, and (2) 
an in crea se in season al 
agricultural employment in 
Lompoc area. 
The truck travel has been 
needed in the past to transport 
products to Santa Maria- 
Guadahipe for packaging and 
shipment out by rail. This will 
now be done from the Lompoc 
site utilizing branch lines of 
Southern Pacific Co. which 
bound the project site on the 
site. 
La Freniere said during the 
harvest season of 1976. about 
1,000 loads of celery, broccoli 
and cauliflower were trucked to 
the Santa Maria Valley. 
It w as e s tim a te d that 
depending on time of harvest 
seasons, the new project would 
employ as many as 45-50 peo­ 
ple. The applicant proposes to 
fill these jobs entirely with peo­ 
ple from the Lompoc areas as 
thev have in their farming 


operation. 
Existing facility includes 
about 120,000 square feet of 
asphalt surface with a cold 
storage building of about 3,200 
square feet. In addition there 
are several open storage struc­ 
tures of about 5,400 square feet 
and a sm a ll o ffic e and 
restroom. Existing cooling 
equipment covers about 2,000 
square feet, and loading docks 
cover about 1,000 square feet. 
The projected expansion 
would include a vegetable pack­ 
ing plant of 14,400 square feet, a 
pressure cooling building and 
m echanical room totaling 
11.875 square feet, a small of­ 
fice building of about 700 square 
feet, added asphalt parking, 
and expanded restrooms and 
septic systems. 


The project site is in the 
northeast comer of the junction 
of Union Sugar Rd. with State 
Highway 246.

Alex's used car dealer is 
an obvious crook, his scientist a 
runty, buck-toothed madman, 
his rock guitarist a freak 
Alex, however, says there’s 
more truth than stereotype in 
the picture of a crooked car 
dealer As for sex roles: "I con­ 
sider the male to be dominant.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
White House aide monitoring 
state-by-state progress of the 
Equal Rights Amendment says 
the controversial m easure 
barely will win acceptance by 
the March. 1979, deadline 
Mark Siegel, a deputy assist­ 
ant to President Carter, said 
Thursday the chief executive 
will continue lobbying for ERA 
among state legislators. 
Defeat of the amendment in 
the Florida senate this week, 
ERA’S third defeat in as many 
votes this year, upset Carter. 
Siegel said. 
But he predicted ratification 
by the three more states needed 
to put it into the Constitution 
“will come at the wire in 1979. 
It will be very exciting.” 
ERA has been ratified by 35 
states, with 38 needed to give 
the constitutional amendment 
approval by three quarters of 
the states. Nevada and North 
Carolina defeated the amend­ 
ment this year prior to the 21 to 
19 loss in Florida 
Siegel said the main battle by 
proponents of the amendment 
w ill be in the 1978 s ta te 
legislature elections. 
He said a poll by Patrick Cad- 
dell two weeks ago showed the 
American people support ERA 
by 62 to 16 per cent with 22 per 
cent undecided 
“ I think the President is go­ 
ing to continue to speak out,” 
Siegel said “ We re not going to 
get involved in the legislature 
elections but I know a lot of peo­ 
ple who are. It may be the hot­ 
test issue in the elections ’’ 
Since 
Florida's 
legislature 
does not meet before April, the 
governor would have to call a 
special session for ratification 
in 1979

Assassination cover 
believed by prober 


HARTFORD. Conn. (UPI) - 
A member of U S House Assas­ 
sinations Committee says there 
is “ threshhold evidence” that 
the CIA and FBI were involved 
"in a coverup” of the John F. 
Kennedy and Martin Luther 
King assasinations. 


Rep 
Christopher Dodd, D- 
Conn.. said “ evidence also 
points to some involvement of 
organized crim e” in the Kenne­ 
dy murder. 


He declined to be m ore 
specific, saying there is a “deep 
concern” that lives might be 
jeopardized 
“ At this point there is no con­ 
clusive evidence of a con­ 
spiracy. but there is threshold 
evidence.” Dodd told a news 
conference Thursday. 


“ There is threshold evidence 
that points to the complicity of 
other people in both assassina­ 
tions.” he said 
“Threshold evidence points 
both in the direction of the FBI 
and CIA to some extent,” he ad­ 


ded 
Dodd emphasized the “ the 
threshold evidence tends more 
towards misfeasance or mal­ 
feasance in a coverup. but does 
not point to participation” in 
the actual murders 


Although the evidence taken 
by the committee in closed ses­ 
sion is of a preliminary nature, 
Dodd said it came from sources 
he considered unbiased and the 
information might be true 


Dodd refused comment when 
asked if the persons implicated 
still worked for the two federal 
agencies. He said his comments 
were not m eant to dam age 
either agency. 


“ I am not desirous at all of 
bringing disgrace on these 
agencies.” he said 


He sa id th e r e w as no 
evidence that the Warren Com­ 
mission. which held that Lee 
Harvey Oswald acted alone in 
the Kennedy assassination, had 
participated in or knew of a 
coverup 


The two men were to meet 
again in Salisbury Saturday to 
discuss the possibility of a con­ 
ference to work out a constitu­ 
tion for Rhodesia under black 
majority rule. 
Owen’s visit to Salisbury was 
scheduled despite a recent 
statem ent by British Prim e 
Minister Jam es Callaghan that 
it “ would not be fittin g ” 
because Rhodesia is “ technical­ 
ly a colony in rebellion.” 
Smith said the decision on 
who would attend a constitu­ 
tional conference has not yet 
been made but he said he wants 
American involvement in such 
a meeting “ immediately.” 
“ 1 believe that the involve­ 
ment of the United States can 
only assist us in what we are 
trying to do.” he said. 
“The leader of the non-free 
world is on the other side and 
therefore if we are going to get 
anywhere we’ve got to try to br­ 
ing in the leader of the free 
world Otherwise the thing is 
completely unbalanced and I 
don’t believe we are ever going 
to make any headway ” 
He said the Americans must 
participate to the full” in any 
constitutional conference. “ In 
other words to co-chair the 
meeting ..

Aerosol bill 


in Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill banning aerosol propellants 
in California as a danger to 
health passed the Senate Thurs­ 
day on a 25-10 vote and was sent 
to the Assembly. 
The measure (SB153) by Sen. 
John Dunlap. D-Napa, would 
prohibit manufacture and sale 
in California of any container 
that uses fluorocarbon aerosol 
propellants after July i, 1978 
Medical and dental uses as well 
as similar chemicals used in air 
conditioners and refrigerators 
would be exempted 
Dunlap argued scien tists 
have proved fluorocarbons 
break down the atmospheric 
ozone layer that protects the 
earth from harmful solar radia­ 
tion He said increased penetra­ 
tion of the rays can cause a 
higher incidence of deadly skin 
cancers 
“ We’re dealing with the 
health of the nation here," he 
said. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
“Water banks” will soon open 
for business as part of a drive to 
sa v e w e s te rn 
o r c h a r d s , 
vineyards and livestock by 
sacrificing lower valued crops 
to the drought.

“banks” by the Interior Depart­ 
ment will be a m ajor step in an 
overall program that President 
C arter says will eventually 
provide nearly $1 billion in aid 
for the drought-seared West 
and the Plains states.

It may be hard to believe, but the medicinal use of 
aspirin dates back as far as ancient Greece. Hip­ 
pocrates. the famous Greek physician, called the 
“father” of medicine, suggested that his patients 
could find relief of their pain and fever by chewing the 
bark of a willow tree which—although Hippocrates 
didn’t know it—contained salicin. a chemical cousin of 
aspirin 


Chewing on willow tree bark and other barks contain­ 
ing salicin became a standard way to relieve pain until 
the early 1800’s when European chemists were able to 
separate the salicin from the not-so-appetizing bark 


Soon after that, researchers discovered both salicylic 
acid and acetylsalicylic acid, two drugs sim ilar to 
salicin. but even stronger in their therapeutic effects. 


Of the two medications, acetylsalicylic acid proved to 
be more effective When the Bayer Company began 
manufacturing it in 1899 under the tradem ark of 
aspirin the 20th century s most widely used drug was 
born

The Santa Ynez board had 
submitted the pact to the state 
prior to taking action inasmuch 
as the WRCB had objected to 
the language of the contract as 
it pertained to capacity in the 
SMID sanitary treatment plant.

Current law holds that anyone 
connected with the business of 
publishing news cannot be held 
in contempt of court for refus­ 
ing to disclose unpublished in­ 
formation or the source of any 
published information 
Assemblyman Art Torres, D- 
Los Angeies. said the issue 
“ transcends” protection for 
reporters. The main issue, he 
said, is “ the people’s right to 
know.” 


Jeff Wall, lawyer for four 
Fresno Bee newsmen who were 
jailed because they refused to 
reveal the source of a story, 
said the law “ has been drained 
of its potency” and only the 
enactment of a constitutional 
amendment “ will restore legal 
protection for the confidential­ 
ity of sources in the reporting of 
news relating to criminal defen­ 
dants.” 
H ow ever. Ja c k H orton, 
representing the California 
Judicial Council, described the 
amendment as “ undesirable 
and unnecessary,” declaring a 
fair trial a more fundamental 
right than freedom of the press.

After hearing a lengthy 
report on the county’s succes­ 
sful agricultural 
preserve 
program, the County Planning 
Commission voted 7-3 Wednes­ 
day to require a property owner 
to construct a new roadway 
through croplands on a 28 7 acre 
Orcutt property as a condition 
for approval of a lot split. 
Victor A Diamond, owner of 
the property on Solomon Rd.. 
west of Blosser Rd.. reluctantly 
agreed to the condition to carry 
out an estimated $6.000 all- 
weather road project to access 
to the two parcels off Solomon 
Rd prior to redecoration. He 
said his property has crops 
planted on it and the requested 
16-foot roadway would cut a 
swath through it. 
Commissioner Donald Lahr, 
of Santa Maria, opposed the 
condition He pointed out there 
is a residence on the larger 
proposed parcel of 13.7 acres 
and it has been resided in for 14 
years without any emergency 
situation arising due to any lack 
of access. 
Diamond indicated he would 
reside on the large parcel and 
had no plan to sell any of the 
proposed three additional five- 
acre parcels at this time He of­ 
fered to commit himself to 
build the road prior to granting 
of any building permits. 


Senator Omer L. Rains (D - 
Ventura) today introduced 
legislation designed to ensure 
the immunization of all school 
children against five potentially 
fatal diseases. The bill, SB 942, 
sets up a cooperative system in­ 
volving both school and health 
officials to provide immuniza­ 
tions to children who have not 
had them, and to keep accurate 
immunization records on all 
school children. Enforcement 
of the requirements would be 
the job of school officials, who 
m ay not adm it a non­ 
immunized child unless im­ 
munization would violate 
the family's beliefs. 
Studies have indicated that 
more than 20 per cent of 
California’s school children 
have not been immunized 
against m easles, polio, 
diptheria. pertussis (whooping 
cough), and tetanus. According 
to state health department of­ 
ficials. the measles rate in 
California is currently six times 
higher than it was last year. 


“ Recent measles epidemics 
have forced officials in Los 
Angeles and Detroit to prevent 
unvaccinated children from at­ 
tending classes.” stated Rains. 
“ SB 942 would make immuniza­ 
tion a requirement for children 
in all California schools, child 
care centers and nursery 
schools.” 


Rains introduced the bill on 
behalf of the C alifo rnia 
Conference of Local Health Of­ 
ficers. which includes the 
public health officer of each 
county in its membership The 
bill is also supported by the 
State Health Officers, which in­ 
cludes the public health officer 
of each 
county 
in 
its 


membership. The bill is also 
supported by the State Health 
and Welfare Agency. 


immunization is one of the 
easiest methods of combatting 
many diseases.” explained Dr 
Ruth Jolly, president of 
CCLHO. “ The current measles 
outbreak may soon be followed 
by outbreaks of some diseases 
we haven't seen in quite a 
while, like polio or diphtheria, 
if an aggressive campaign to 
immunize all children is not 
launched soon ” 


Under Rains' bill, the local 
health officer would organize a 
program to make immuniza­ 
tions 
available 
to 
all 
youngsters 
Children could 
receive their vaccinations 
through the county or city 
program or through their fami­ 
ly physician, but in either case 
would be required to obtain a 
written proof of immunization 
to be filed with the school for 
admittance. 


Current law requires im­ 
munization against the dis­ 
eases. but provides different 
requirements for each of the 
three vaccines: measles, polio 
and DPT SB 942 requires proof 
of immunization at one time on­ 
ly. when the child is admitted to 
school, and places the respon­ 
sibility for implementing the 
requirements jointly with the 
schools and the local public 
health departments 


Rains said that inoculation 
programs in the U S have been 
so successful that “ we have 
forgotten what polio does to a 
child It often seems like a dis­ 
ease of the past.” he said. 


“ However, state and local 
health officials, as well as those 
in the Carter administration, 
are warning us that there could 
be a re-emergence of these 
preventable diseases. My bill 
will give them the authority to 
see that children are protected 
from illnesses which they can 
easily be immunized against.”

NEW YORK (U P I) — He has given the 
matter a great deal of thought, a* you 
might imagine he would, and Dave 
Kingman has come to the conclusion he 
has no more future with the Mets. He’s 
absolutely convinced of that, and 
nobody’s going to persuade him 
otherwise 
He wants to be traded, which he has 
said before, except now he feels even 
stronger about it than ever, and normal­ 
ly that wouldn t pose such a great 
problem except for one thing — the Mets 
can’t get what they want for him in 
return 
Kingman is asking the Mets to put 
$1.325.000 in the bank for him. and if they 
did that, it would come to $265.000 over 
five years. It also would cause un­ 
speakable turmoil among a number of 
the Mets’ other players, beginning with 
Tom Seaver. who is working for a base of 
$225.000 The Mets’ last offer to Kingman 
was $200.000 a year and they told him 
that was final. 
“ I've made up my mind I'm not gonna 
let this bother me anymore.” says the 6- 


foot-6, 28-year-old home run hitter “ I ’m 
happy I'm just gonna go out and play 
baseball After what’s happened, there is 
no more future for me with this club 
anymore I want to be traded I like play­ 
ing for the Mets. but it’s no use The man 
is a machine.” 
The man he s talking about is the Mets’ 
board chairman. M Donald Grant, who 
has become something of an ogre in 
Kingman s eyes simply because he won’t 
give him the money he wants. 
From a business standpoint, Dave 
Kingman still has a few things to learn. 
Anybody can say yes, but there has to be 
someone to say no also M Donald Grant 
does not own the bail club The Mets 
have a board of directors and each 
member of the board has a voice in how 
much money Kingman gets, so when he 
says “ the man is a machine,” he is 
adopting a rather narrow view of his 
troubles 
Dave Kingman might be surprised, 
even shocked, if he took a poll among his 
fellow players Ballplayers always like 
to see one of their own earn as much as 
he can. and outwardly they root for him 
to get it because in the long run they feel 
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that pushes the money ceiling higher for 
them also, but privately, most of King­ 
man’s peers don’t think he’s a $265.000 
ballplayer 
Moreover, they believe he’s making a 
tremendous mistake insisting on being 
traded. 
“ He’s crazy if he wants to leave New 
York.” says W illie Mays, one of the 
Mets* coaches “ I ve talked to him and 
tried to tell him this is the greatest place 
to plav in the world, the only place Who 
would know that better than me0 I’ve 
talked with him and tried to tell him 
that, but he has his own ideas, so I gave 
up Look how popular he became with 
the fans here in one year He s making a 
big mistake looking to leave You know 
how it is. though, once a guy gets 
something in his head, it’s tough to get it 
out." 
At the Mets’ home opener Tuesday, 
Dave Kingman was booed roundly when 
he was introduced before the game with 
the Cardinals although if you listened 
closely you could hear some cheers for 
him also 
By Wednesday, the feeling toward 
Kingman among the fans seem to have 
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softened somewhat There were no more 
placards and not nearly so many boos as 
the first day when Kingman’s name was 
announced in the batting order over the 
loudspeaker system. 


But he got it again when Cardinal 
pitcher John Denny struck him out on a 
low curve ball in the seventh inning 
Kingman came up for the last time in the 
ninth with two out, and there were some 
cheers when he ripped a line drive single 
to left center m a game the Mets even­ 
tually lost, 7-3 


1 think all this back-and-forth, Dave 
Kingman forgets something 
He forgets how anxious he was to leave 
the Giants two years ago. He couldn t 
wait for them to trade him, and after 
they did, he went around saying how hap­ 
py he was to be with the Mets. Now he 
says he wants to be traded again, but the 
market for him is extremely limited, 
largely because any team that gets him 
is aware he will ask for the same money 
he's asking the Mets At that price, there 
is no great clamor for his services.

The big lobbyists 


If the amount of money 
spent by special interest 
groups on twisting congres­ 
sional arms is an indication of 
“who runs America,’’ then it’s 
not big business. It isn’t even 
big labor. It’s the friendly peo­ 
ple who deliver your daily 
mail. 
By law, registered lobbyists 
are required to file quarterly 
reports of their spending with 
the Clerk of the House of 
R ep resen ta tiv es 
and 
ths 
secretary of ths Senate. Ac­ 
cording to the latest such 
report, the American Postal 
Workers Union led the list by a 
wide margin with $12 million. 
This translates into more 
than $48 for each of the union’s 
249,000 members. 
Third in line was ths 151.000 
member National Association 
of Letter Carriers with $4.7 
million, or a little over $31 per 
head. 
The $12.7 million spent by 
these two unions accounted for 
more than two-thirds of 
the 
$17.7 million spent by all un­ 
ions combined. 
Why the postal unions should 
be the country’s leading lob­ 
byists is a bit puzzling. The 
Post Office was supposedly 
taken out of congressional 
p o l i t i c s 
w h e n 
it 
w a s 


reorganized several years ago 
into the public-private Postal 
Service, to be run by an in­ 
dependent Postal Commis­ 
sion. But presumably they’re 
getting something for their 
money, even if the folks who 
buy stamps don’t always. 
It is also of interest to note 
that the second biggest lobby 
w as 
the 
pu b l i c - i n t e r e s t 
organization. Common Cause, 
which rang in with $5.8 
million. Fifth largest was a 
group whose members truly 
do run America, ths National 
F e d e r a t i o n 
of 
F e d e r a l 
Employes, with $1.6 million. 
The only industry group to 
make the Big Five who spent 
more than $1 million was the 
National Coal Association, 
which at $1.7 million was No. 
4. 
In terms of single issues, 
abortion and gun control are 
the subjects of the most inten­ 
sive lobbying efforts. The 
National Committee for the 
Human Life Amendment spent 
more than $900,000 and 20 pro 
or anti-gun control organiza­ 
tions spent a combined total of 
$1.5 million. 
Compared to these, your oil 
or automotive people or others 
one hears so much about, are 
penny pinchers.

Most m ajor in­ 
dustries simply are 
exempted from paying

derprivileged citizens 
who pay their full 
taxes there is no dif­ 
ference between giv­ 
ing outright welfare or 
making up the taxes 
that the corporations 
don't pay The money comes out of the 
same pockets whether the taxpayers 
donate it directly or use it to pay cor­ 
porate taxes 
The corporate giants, according to an 
unpublished study by Rep 
Charles 
Vanik 
D-Ohio. lower their tax rates 
through “a menagerie of tax incentives 
and stimulants." 
The statutory corporate tax rate 
ranges up to 48 per cent Yet a congres­ 
sional study of 148 m ajor U.S. companies 
showed they got away with paying an 
average of only 21 3 per cent in 1975. 
Vanik concentrated his investigation 
on 10 utilities, with a combined income 
before taxes of more than $7 billion Yet 
they had used their special tax privileges 
to reduce their federal income taxes to 
less than 5 per cent 
In other words, 
these multi-billion dollar consortiums 
paid the sam e tax rate as a family of 
four, who scrape by on an adjusted gross 
income of $8,450 Vanik concluded from 
his study that the utilities "consistently 
have been able to reduce their federal in­ 
come taxes more than other economic 
sectors." 
In 1975. for example. Congress in 
creased the investment tax credit to 10 
per cent This permits businesses to ex­ 
pand at the expense of the taxpayers. 
Vanik contended that this lovely loophole 
permits utilities that "already have been 
able to reduce taxes to miniscule levels 
to reduce them further or to eliminate 
federal tax payments entirely in some 
eases." 
As one example, he cited American 
E le c tric P ow er, which “ paid 1975 
federal income taxes of only approx­ 
imately $195,000 on an approximate 
adjusted income of $254,546,000 — an ef­ 
fective federal income tax rate of less 
than 08 per cent "

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - What if 
Jimmy Carter mashed the button and 
nothing

was — largely because the Democrats 
had controlled the White House for most 
of the proceeding 40 years, and the vast 
majority of those drawn to government 
service during that period had been 
Democrats. 
So what did Nixon do? He launched a 
full-scale assault on the merit system , 
often with the complicity of key Civil 
Service Commission officials. The at­ 
tack took a variety of forms, but one in 
particular has wound up haunting the 
Carter administration 
A pet Nixon technique, largely discon­ 
tinued sin ce h is d ep artu re from 
Washington, was to place Republicans 
into political appointment positions, then 
rew nte the job description to turn these 
posts into “career” slots with full civil 
service protection 
The result, as the Carter folks dis­ 
covered. is that partisan Republicans 
are "bricked into” crucial high-level 
jobs throughout the government — and 
the new president can’t replace them 
with men and women of his own choos­ 
ing 
Jim King, chief of the White House 
personnel office, said a preliminary 
study shows 1.262 jobs that used to be 
subject to presidential appointment have 
simply "disappeared” since 1970. Most 
of them didn’t actually vanish, of course; 
they just became "career” appoint­ 
ments filled by Republicans. 
King said the Carter people are not up­ 
set by the laws of patronage, per se. 
“Our problem is not that we have 
m illions of D em ocrats we want to 
employ but rather that we don’t have 
control of the agencies,” he said. In 
department after department, he said, 
regional directors — who have major 
policy-making responsibility — are 
locked into their jobs and are not accoun­ 
table to the new administration. 
“There are ways to get rid of people in 
career positions,” King acknowledged, 
"but once you start down the road, as 
Nixon did, you find yourself saying that 
next you’ve gotta make room for your 
brother-in-law, or your neighbor. 
"It’s like letting a dog loose in the 
henhouse Once he’s killed for food, he 
develops a taste for blood and there’s no 
stopping him.” 
King said the Carter administration 
has no taste for blood There will be no 
purges, he promised But once the dust 
settles. "I hope we can put together 
some kind of task force to take a look at 
the whole personnel structure and deter­ 
mine which jobs really ought to be 
career appointments, and which are 
policy-making positions that should 
change when the administration does.”

Lompoc 
was receiving two television channels 
and they were not exactly clear even 
with a good roof antenna 
Then one day. a fellow came to town 
named Chuck Trimble. He cam e to our 
office and explained the cable television 
principle to us and asked for the new­ 
spaper’s support. At first we looked at 
him with a jaundiced eye. It would be a 
dream if this isolated community grow­ 
ing by leaps and bounds with the advent 
of Vandenberg AFB could receive televi­ 
sion reception from 13 channels, bright 
and clear It just didn't seem possible. 
Shortly after Trimble arrived, he took 
us out to Miguelito Canyon one early 
evening and drove us to the top of a large 
hill on the Larsen Ranch. There Trimble 
had set up a m ini-cable reception 
facility We sat on that lonely hill and 
watched as Trimble dialed away on the 
small television set and brought in chan­

That's what I'll bring to Lompoc, he 
said 
It was many, many months after that 
before it all became a reality. It became 
a fierce struggle with a referendum is­ 
sue involved The newspaper supported 
cable television all the way. recognizing

When all was over and done, a hook-up 
was put in our home and we were not 
billed 
A few months later. Trimble came 
over and asked, was it all worth it? We 
replied yes 


We are not certain how long we had 
free cable television service We had it 
long enough. for sure, to know that it was 
a great community asset 


And we are positive that we have been 
paying regularly, like everyone else, for 
years and years and years.

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Caring for 
What you should know about fuses 


All cars have fuses, and for a good 
reason. If current becomes excessive in a 
circuit, the fuse burns out. It’s much 
cheaper to replace a 20-cent fuse than an 
entire wiring harness—and a lot easier too. 
Unfortunately, the way a lot of people 
first learn about fuses is on a cold dark 
night when the fuse to their headlights 
burns out. Or on a rainy night when the 
fuse to the windshield wipers cashes in the 
chips. That can result in a lot of misery. 
Here’s what you need to know about 
fuses to stay out of trouble. 
Why fuses fail: Just because a fuse burns 
out doesn’t mean there’s anything wrong 
with your car. Sometimes a temporary 
current surge in a circuit is enough to burn 
out a fuse. You stick in a new fuse and 
everything works just fine. 
Why the temporary current surge? Well, 
it just happens for no apparent reason. Just 
as you may feel like scratching your arm 
sometime. You scratch it and the itch goes 
away. But that doesn’t mean you have 
poison ivy. 
Sometimes a current surge happens 
when a component burns out. Say a 
headlight filament burns in two. As it curls 
it may touch another filament and, momen­ 
tarily. excessive current flows, burning out 
the fuse. You put in a new fuse and 
e v e r y t h i n g wo r k s fine, e x c e p t y o u r 
headlights is burned out. 
The rule of thumb on a burned out fuse 


is—replace it one time. If it burns out im­ 
mediately, locate and solve the cause 
before putting in another fuse. But if the 
fuse doesn’t burn out, then you probably 
don’t have an electrical problem. 
Vibration can also cause fuses to burn 
out, especially a low amperage fuse with a 
very thin filament. 
When should you check your fuses? 
Eight now when you have plenty of time 
and aren’t in trouble. Pull out your owner’s 
manual. It will tell you where the fuse box 
is located. 


TYPICAL FUSE BOX 
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Usually the fuse box is under the dash on 
the driver’s side, although on some cars, 
especially foreign makes, it may be in or 
near the glove box or in the engine com­ 
partm ent. Wherever it’s located, chances 
are good that it will be fairly hard to reach. 
It seems to be an unwritten law that to get 
to the fuse box you should get a couple of 
muscle cramps just so you’ll know you’ve 
been there. 


This is another reason to carry a 
flashlight in your car. Even on a bright day 
you need a flashlight to see the fuses on 
some cars. And without a flashlight at 
night—with any car—you might as well 
forget it.

Okay, just locate the fuse box. That’s all. 
Don’t remove any fuses—unless you just 
want to practice, which isn’t a bad idea. 
Although it’s better to have a spare fuse in 
case you break the one you’re practicing on. 
More about removal and replacement 
shortly. 
Drive over to your local service station 
and buy at least one replacement fuse for 
each fuse in the box. Fuses cost in the 
neighborhood of 20-50 cents each, depen­ 
ding on where you buy them. It’s often 
cheaper to buy them at a gas station than at 
a dealership. 
How do you know what size to buy? Your 
owner’s manual will tell you what size each 
fuse is. Also it’s usually marked on the fuse 
box above or beside each fuse. Numbers are 
the amperage size of the fuse. And the let 
ter markings are the length. You want to be 
sure that the replacement fuse is exactly 
the same as the fuse it’s replacing-it will 
be if you get the same letter and number 
markings. 
Carry the extra fuse and flashlight in 
your glove box. That way you’ll be ready if 
trouble strikes. 
Removing fuses: Some fuses you can 
remove with your fingers. Others are 
harder to get a grip on. These you can pry 
out using a small knife blade, small screw 
driver, a bobbypin or so forth. Or if you’re 
really inventive, you can take a paper clip, 
bend it so there’s a little hook on the end, 
place the hook around the fuse and pull it 
out. 
Main thing to remember when removing 
a fuse, don’t be ham fisted. If you don’t use 
a little dexterity, you can break the glass of 
the fuse you’re trying to remove, and 
possibly the fuse next to it. compounding 
your problems. 
To put in the new fuse, just push it back 
in the clips that held the old fuse. Be sure 
the one you put back in is the same size as 
the one you removed. 
When do you suspect a blown fuse? 
When something suddenly quits working. 
Say your radio, headlights, horn, brake 
lights, for instance. 
How do you check a fuse? Usually you 
can tell by looking at it. The filament will be 
burned in two, or the glass will be smokey. 
But sometimes you can’t tell by looking. If 
the fuse looks okay, put in a new one 
anyway. If that does’t solve the problem, 
then look elsewhere. 
A blown fuse can happen at any time. So 
make sure you carry spares, a flashlight 
and know how to replace them. Prepare 
yourself now and you can save yourself a 
lot of trouble later.

Inside a Minuteman launch system 


DAHLEN, N.D. - (NEA) 
— When the Air Force es­ 
tablished the Minuteman 
Intercontinental 
Ballistic 
Missile system in the early 
1960s it did so with security in 
m ind. Both bom bs and 
launching crews were placed 
underground, defended from 
intrusion by topside guards 
and by mechanical protec­ 
tions designed to be im­ 
penetrable. 
But are they impenetrable? 
At a time of increasingly bold 
terrorist activity, are the 
warhead installations safe 
from invasion? 
The a n sw e r to both 
questions may be no. In a visit 
to a Minuteman site near this 
small agriculture community 
I have learned that under 
some circumstances installa­ 
tion security is nonexistent. 
I am not referring to con­ 
ventional circumstances. It 
appears the Air Force is cor­ 
rect when it says the missile 
locations are safe from any 
direct terrorist attack. The 
facilities are surrounded by 
fencing, as well as small arms 
protection, and full rein­ 
forcements are merely a 
radio call and helicopter hop 
away. 
What's more, even if at­ 
tacking terrorists were to get 
into a compound, they would 
not be able to breach the un­ 
derground control chamber. 
The elevator leading to it can 
be frozen (remotely) by the 
launch crew; and, finally, the 
chamber itself is sealed off by 
a three-foot thick steel door 
that is indeed beyond forcible 
entry. 
Yet what if the terrorist 
assault were unconventional? 
For example, what if a lone 
thug were to pose as a student 
doing research, or a citizen on 
a 
re a d ily 
a v a ila b le 
Minuteman tour, or even a 
newspaper reporter? Here is 
where security may fail. 
In my experience it did fail, 
and had I been a terrorist I 
could have shaken the free 
world. 
What I did was no more than 
what thousands of other 
civilians have done over the 
last decade: apply for permis­ 
sion to visit one of America’s 
1,000 Minuteman (III) in-

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stallations. I applied by 
phone; others, ranging from 
Boy Scouts to scientists, have 
done it mostly by letter. Per­ 
mission was given to me 
almost immediately. 
All that was required by 
way of identification was a 
social security number, and 
something indicating my 
newspaper affiliation. Anyone 
can get a social security 
number, of course; each of 
the Hanafi Muslims who 
terrified Washington last 
month had them. As for my 
affiliation, I “proved” it with 
a faded, 12-year-old I D. card. 
From here on there was no 
more checking. I was cleared. 
No one actually had any idea 
who I was, or for that matter 
for whom I worked, but I was 
taken directly to launch con­ 
trol station “Golf-Zero,” a 
site having responsibility for 
10 missiles, each of which 
carry more destructive power 
than was released in any war 
in history. 
I was given a thorough safe­ 
ty briefing on the upstairs 
level of Golf-Zero. Then, 
without a search, and with no 
further need of identification, 
I was taken 60 feet into the 
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earth to the launch control 
chamber, the thick door of 
which was wide open for 
welcome. 
Capt. Bill Pohlad greeted 
me, and showed me around. 
We talked pleasantly of the 
mission, of the procedures, of 
safeguards and duty re ­ 
quirements. With him in the 
control room was Lt. Mark 
Homric. The lieutenant is 24, 
a post Vietnam soldier as are 
many at the Minuteman sites; 
he conducted a panel exercise 
for me. 
At length I interrupted the 
routine questioning to raise a 
more pertinent matter. I had 
a black bag with me, I said, 
and I wondered why it had not 
been searched. Supposedly it 
contained a camera, but 
realistically it could have con­ 
tained a gun or a bomb. If I 
were a terrorist, I said, I 
would have now penetrated 
the site. 
My revelation was sobering. 
The smiles of my hosts faded. 
A sergeant, who had im­ 
mediate responsibility for my 
visit, said he’d been told the 
bag was a camera case, that it 
had been cleared as such, so 
he hadn’t thought to check 
further. Neither the captain 
nor the lieutenant made ex­ 
cuses; they knew they had 
been negligent. 
In subsequent conversations 
I was told that even if I had 
been a terrorist, and taken 
over the site, I could not have 
launched a m issile. The 
procedures and codes are far 
too complex, for one thing. 
Then too, the crew said that if 
I forced them to fire their ef­ 
fort would be immediately 
negated by another launching 
station.

Still in all, had I been a 
terrorist I could have scored 
several other impressive vic­ 
tories. For one thing, I would 
have seen the codes and 
thereby invalidated them. For 
another, I could have thrown 
an enormously brutal scare 
into the nation. A madman in 
a missile site? It's something 
that only happens in the 
movies; the public psychology 
would have been devastated. 
Fortunately, I was not a 
madman. Though I had gone 
so far in my experiment as to 
put a sobering note (“I am a 
terrorist!” ) in my black bag, I 
am merely a mild mannered 
reporter, to coin a phrase. But 
I’m struck by what I could 
have been, and could have 
done, and it’s clear that our 
missile site security is not all

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Dr, Lamb 
Leg amputated

DEAR DR. LAMB - I have 
heard of several cases of 
Buerger’s disease. It caused 
one acquaintance to lose his 
leg because a small sore on his 
toe wouldn’t heal but traveled 
up so they had to amputate 
higher and higher until it heal­ 
ed I have always wondered if 
this was a cancer of the blood 
since it didn’t heal and if so 
would it be inherited? 
Also how many generations 
back is cancer inherited? My 
grandmother’s father died of 
a cancer and it worries me. 
DEAR READER - No, 
Buerger’s disease is not 
cancer. It is a rare disease 
that is associated with inflam- 
m ation of the term in al 
arteries and veins and the for­ 
mation of clots inside both. 
The inflammation and the 
clots are the basis for its other 
nam e, 
th ro m b o a n g iitis 
obliterans, thrombo — mean­ 
ing clots; angiitis — inflamma- 
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tion of the blood vessels; and 
obliterans — referring to 
obliteration of the opening in 
the blood vessels. 
G angrene is com m on 
because of the loss of blood 
supply to the toes or feet. 
Your friend’s leg would not 
heal because he didn’t have 
enough circulation to the 
area. When the amputation 
was done high enough, where 
the circulation was adequate 
the amputation site healed. 
Hie exact cause of the dis­ 
ease ■ is not known but it is 
made much worse by smok­ 
ing. Anyone with this disease 
simply must not smoke at all. 
Nicotine stim ulates the 
progression of the disease. 
It affects men more often 
than women by a ratio of 
about 75 to one and occurs 
most often in men between 
the ages of 20 and 45 who 
smoke. 
Because of inadequate cir­ 
culation the disease may 
cause severe muscle cramps 
in the foot and leg. Painful 
cramping in the leg muscles 
from walking is common. As 
the disease progresses the vic­ 
tim may be able to walk 
shorter and shorter distances 
without pain. Stopping to rest 
will eliminate the pain. Foot 
cramps at night can and do oc­ 
cur from Buerger’s disease. 
The disease may also be 
associated with th ro m ­ 
bophlebitis. Often throm ­ 
bophlebitis in a young person 
is the first sign of underlying 
Buerger’s disease. Although it 
occurs in all races it is most 
common in Ashkenazic Jews. 
One in 5,000 develop Buerger’s 
disease while the rate for the 
general population in the U.S. 
is less than half that.

CBers in the U.S. and 
Canada might not be totally 
a w a re of it, but th e ir 
governments are on the verge 
of setting up a second citizens 
band. 
Sometime in the next six 
months the U.S. Federal Com­ 
munications Commission will 
release a plan for the new 
band, which will be placed in a 
frequency range high above 
the present one. And at the 
same time or a little later the 
Canadian D epartm ent of 
Communications will an­ 
nounce a similar plan. 
CBing in the two countries 
went through a major change 
this year when both agencies 
added 17 new channels to 
those already existing. But 
what lies ahead is more than 
just a simple expansion The 
new band will require new 
radios which will operate with 
less interference and offer the 
potential for hundreds of new 
channels. 
The U.S. and Canadian 
agencies face a problem and a 
deadline. The problem is a 
phenom enon called skip, 
which is caused by radio 
sign als bouncing off the 
earth’s atmosphere and lan­ 
ding hundreds of miles away. 
The bouncing signals cause 
problems for local conver­ 
sations. A Vancouver, B.C., 
CBer might not be able to talk 
to a friend around the corner 
because he’s over-ridden by 
another CBer in Montgomery, 
Ala., who in turn is having 
trouble because of CBers in 
Pueblo, Colo 
Skip grows worse every 11 
y ea rs or so b ecau se of 
sunspots, which are ex ­ 
plosions on the sun’s surface.

up in the earth’s atmosphere 
and makes the upper part 
bounce certain types of radio 
waves. By 1960 we should hit 
the 11-year sunspot peak. 
The new citizens band will 
be placed on a higher frequen­ 
cy range than the present 27- 
megahertz range, which is one 
of the hardest hit places in the 
radio spectrum when skip 
starts building. Two proposed 
places for the new band are in 
the 220-megahertz and the 900- 
megahertz range. 
The 900-megahertz range is 
expected to win out. The fre­ 
quencies around the 220- 
megahertz area are already 
clogged with government and 
amateur (ham) operators, 
and are also close to some 
television broadcast frequen­ 
cies. 
Many CB manufacturers 
have voiced opposition to the 
900-megahertz band, saying 
that radios in the range would 
be too expensive for the 
general public. But Motorola, 
an American manufacturer of 


two-way radios, has field- 
tested a potential CB in the 
higher range, and FCC per­ 
sonnel have been impresed 
with its performance. 
Source in the FCC and the 
DOC say the present 27- 
megahertz band will be kept 
as it is, since millions of 
radios now operate on its 
channels. 
It everything goes right, the 
two agencies should announce 
their plans by early fall Then 
in January 1978, after CBers 
and other interested parties 
are given a chance to respond 
to the plan, final decisions will 
be made on where and when 
the second band will be 
located. 
With time allowed for ap­ 
proval of the designs of the 
new equipment and manufac­ 
turing and sale to the public, 
the second citizens band 
should be in operation by the 
beginning of 1980

Tocco has his family to thank 


James Tocco, the prize- 
winning pianist, currently em­ 
barked on a major inter­ 
national tour, has a fruit 
seller to thank for his big 
break — his father Vincenzo. 
Back in Detroit, where 
James is from, there’s no 
community for a budding 
classical pianist. If you com­ 
pound a local history of non­ 
patronage with a nonmusical 
family, the odds are pretty 
good that a fruit seller’s son 
isn’t likely to play Beethoven 
to sellout crowds in Paris and 
New York. But his family 
believed in him, and that 
made all the difference. 
Jimmy was 13 when he 
entered his first competition 
in Detroit, which he won, and 
he was still in his teens when 
he won the Michigan state­ 
wide competition. “ But we 
didn’t have access to anyone 
with influence there,’’ he 
says. “ I had to make a go of it 
largely on my own efforts and 
my family’s. I didn’t see any 
other way through it except 
through competitions.” 
After he had enrolled in 
Detroit’s Wayne State Univer­ 
sity, he continued to win stu­ 
dent competitions, and one got 
him a scholarship to study at 
the M ozarteum Summer 
A c a d e m y in S a l z b u r g , 
Austria. After a second 
summer there, he decided to 
accept an offer from a well- 
established teacher in Paris 
— and quit school. 
The Toccos called a pow­ 


wow on home turf. “ They had 
all chipped in to send me to 
Salzburg, and now was the 
time to broaden my horizons, 
I thought, so we all sat down 
and discussed it — my 
brothers and sisters (an even 
dozen), friends of the family, 
everyone. It was a vocal ses­ 
sion. We finally decided that 
the best thing would be a 
scholarship benefit recital. 
“ They went out and pasted 
up posters, sold radio adver­ 
tising spots, and printed the 
tickets. And, by God, we sold 
every last seat in that house. 
It was the most thrilling ex­ 
perience I’ve had — to walk 
out on that stage. They even 
brought my 89-year-old grand­ 
father, who had never been to 
a concert in his life.” 
Since that day, Jim Tocco 
says he has been independent. 
He won several important 
competitions, and his reputa­ 
tion is growing on both sides 
of the Atlantic. He has record­ 
ed one album of Chopin’s 
Complete Preludes (Acacia 
Records, N.Y.C.), and the day 
we met, he was putting the 
final edits on a new recording 


of a work by a promising 
young c o m p o se r, John 
Corigliano, entitled “ Etude 
Fan tasy .” The dynamic 
Corigliano composition gives 
Tocco a fresh*, original 
program — and a very 
forceful point of departure. 


One critic hails 33-year-old 
Jam es Tocco as “ Detroit’s 
most exciting export since 
power steering.” “ I wonder,” 
Jimmy says, “ why my folks 
gave all the other kids Italian 
n a m e s

G u i l l e r m o , 
Francesca, Francesco Paolo, 
Giuseppe, Dorothea, Giovan­ 
ni, so on — and why they nam­ 
ed me Jimmy.”

As for the weather, the freeze in 
Florida did wipe out the tomato crop but 
there are relatively slack demands for 
fresh tomatoes during the winter. New 
Florida tom ato plantings and m ore 
tomatoes coming up from Mexico took 
up the slack pretty quickly. 
There's lots of frozen orange juice con­ 
centrate around After the panic buying, 
orange juice prices tumbled and you 
should be able to get good superm arket 
buys this spring and summer. 
While prices are up for some fresh 
vegetables, you can find excellent buys 
in the canned and frozen vegetables sec­ 
tions of superm arkets. Most processed 
vegetables come from California, where 
we’ve had good crops during the past two 
seasons 
But the real price rises might not be 
felt until next fall or winter. The big 
California growing season is in the sum ­ 
m er and this sum m er the West Coast 
area may suffer a crippling drought. 
This could knock processed vegetable 
production way down which, in turn, 
could make prices rise six to eight

months from now. 
As for m eats, you can look for pork and

If your house or your apartm ent 
building had a heating system with some 
recently developed fuel saving devices, 
you could have cut your monthly heating 
bills by 20 to 30 per cent. 
It seems ironic, but these few devices 
are just now being made available on a 
national scale The concepts have been 
around for a long time but there was lit­ 
tle incentive to move into production 
because gas. oil and other fuels were 
relatively cheap. 
Well, this past w inter’s gas shortages 
and fuel price hikes have changed the 
picture You can now get a new gas fur­ 
nace manufactured under the Bryant, 
C arrier and Day-N ight-Payne brand 
names that has a “ Vent-Mizer” flue con­ 
trol. electric igniter (instead of a fuel- 
wasting pilot light) and a m ore efficient 
fan that can reduce your gas heating bill 
by 20 per cent. 
The new furnace, a deluxe model, 
co sts around $200 m ore than the 
stripped-down, standard model with pilot 
light and no flue co n trol device. 
Depending on how much gas you use, the 
new devices could pay for them selves in 
three to five years. 


Other companies are lining up with 
their own energy-saving packages that 
include flue control and electric igniters, 
and the p ric e could com e down 
dram atically before next winter. 
So far, there are no readily available 
retro fit devices for older furnaces 
already in homes. M assachusetts' fire 
m arshal has okayed the sale and installa­ 
tion of autom atic flue dam pers that close 
when the furnace is off in order to retain 
heat that would otherwise be lost. 


Michigan Consolidated Gas Co. has 
tested heat and fuel saving devices in a 
number of its custom ers’ homes through 
a waiver of the 
building codes that 
prohibit tam pering with furnace exhaust 
flues. 


If Congress passes legislation that 
would give home owners, landlords and 
com m ercial establishm ents a tax credit 
for installing energy-saving equipment, 
you could see a wide variety of retrofit

fuel-saving devices become available 
overnight. And with m ass production 
linked to the government tax subsidy, the 
price could drop dram atically. 


Work is also being done to cut fuel 
costs for oil-burning furnaces. By reduc­ 
ing the size of the oil-feed nozzle and fire 
reduction. National Bureau of Standards« 
techmeans say you can cut your fuel bill 
by 14 per cent For old furnaces, replac­ 
ing the burners and reducing the firing 
rate can give fuel savings of up to 30 per 
cent. 


There are several steps you can take, 
short of buying a new furnace or install­ 
ing a new fuel-saving device, that 
can save you money By the way, these 
fuel-saving tips can be profitable to both 
homeonwers and apartm ent tenants Te­ 
nants should get the landlord to have the 
heating checked and order fuel-saving 
repairs where indicated 


The pilot lights can be turned off when 
warm weather arrives and turned on 
again when cooler weather comes back 
Instructions are on most furnaces and 
further instructions are usually available 
from the gas company. 


With a forced air system, the fan belt 
should be checked to see if it’s slipping 
When the furnace is turned off. the fan 
belt should not depress more than a half 
an inch or so. If it’s slipping, the fan isn’t 
pushing the heated air and you’re 
wasting fuel (as much as 20 per cent). 


Check the air filter. Dirty filters can 
make the furnace work harder. Old ther­ 
m ostats can also make the fan work im­ 
properly, which wastes more fuel.

Summer bargain buys 


by Jane Morse 
Where do you go for bargain buys in 
U.S. travel this summer? What's become 
pie-in-the-sky and what’s still fairly af­ 
fordable? In short, how high is up and 
what should you start figuring on in the 
way of vacation costs? 
"U p ” 
is the operative word. The 
" ‘domino effect” of this winter’s 
weather is even likely to mean some 
switches on posted prices as the season 
gets closer. But for now, it’s not neces­ 
sary to find a hole and crawl into it. In 
business-analyst terms, certain "key 
economic indicators” shape up this way: 
HOTELS — It is true that for only $650 
a day at Chicago’s Hyatt Regency you 
can pad around your own two-bedroom, 
butler-served presidential suite, bathe in 
a sunken tub while watching color tv and 
even light a fire in your own fireplace. 
However, no one will stick a gun to your 
head and make you stay there. A fancy 
double room in one of the flossier hotels 
in a major city is likely to cost you about 
$30 to $75 a night, with the average 
hovering around $47. Hie grander type of 
city motor inn will probably ask $18-$50, 
more often about $31. 
Sheraton says that chainwide in the 
United States its double hotel rates go 
from $17 -$22 in Athens, Tenn., to $58-$80 
at the St. Regis in New York, with $45 
about standard in major metropolitan 
areas. Hilton quotes an average range of 
$32-$52 in Denver to $56-$72 in New York 
City. Holiday Inns can’t quote an 
average but says its motel rooms run 
$15-548 a night for two, and Ramada es­ 
timates that its rooms are $16-$40, with 
$22-$26 the average. On the other hand, 
the largest of the budget motel chains, 
Days Inn and Motel 6 (with, respective­ 
ly. 248 and 240 properties), are generally 


much lower in base price but charge ex­ 
tra for extra persons, including children. 
Days Inns is $12.88-$15.88 for two 
persons, plus $1 for each child who 
shares the same room, and Motel 6 is 
$10.95 for two persons in one bed, $12.95 
for two beds and $14.95 for three or four 
persons. 
More information: Most chains will 
send you directories on request. State 
and city tourist offices can also supply 
name, location and price lists. 
DUDE RANCHES - Make-believe 
cowboys can horse around working 
ranches in at least 10 states for prices in 
the neighborhood of $30-135 a day for 
adults, less for children. Saddle-ready 
types can also hit the road/trail on 
horseback as participants in different 
kinds of "ride-alongs.” Group pack trips 
to the wilderness, with guides, equip­ 
ment, food and base camps, are likely to 
run in the neighborhood of $3S-$55 a day 
on trips of 3-14 days.

distributes names of people who write in 
to individual members, who then zip off 
their own brochures in response.

HOUSEBOATS - If you can’t swim, 
supposedly you can float. Similarly, if 
you can’t sail, you still should be able to 
operate a houseboat. This year, though, 
the gas will cost a good chunk more. To 
that, of course, add rental charges of 
about $50 to $100 a day (average $65) for 
boats sleeping 4-12 persons. Costs 
generally are less for longer periods, and 
cheaper at midweek than at weekends. 
More information: "Adventure Travel 
USA” (address above) is your best for 
finding out what’s available at a dis­ 
tance, but you can also call long distance 
information (ask for the supervisor) to 
find out if there are any houseboat ren­ 
tals listed under "boat dealers” in the 
Yellow Pages. 
FARM VACATIONS - The plot goes 
like this: Escape to country, live with 
fine, upstanding farm family, eat fresh 
food, loll in pond or pool, do not strain. 
For this kind of thing, you can pay rates 
of as little as $80 a week up to as much as 
$200 per adult, about half as much for 
children. Some farm s also offer 
housekeeping cabins (you provide your 
own food and do your own cooking) for 
roughtly $75 to $100 a week 
. 
More information: "Country Vaca­ 
tions USA” lists more than 500 farms 
that take in paying guests (note, though, 
that the directory solicits contributions 
from listees and is therefore not all- 
inclusive). The book is available from 
the same publisher as “ Adventure 
Travel USA” and at the same pnce 
State tounst offices (librarians can help 
you find addresses) often keep lists of 
farm accommodations as well. 
CANOE TRIPS — There are probably 
about 100 Mom- and Pop-operated river 
tours, but the titan in the field is the 


American River Touring Association, 
which this summer will have outings on 
waterways like the Yellowstone in Mon­ 
tana. the Salmon in Idaho, the Rogue in 
Oregon, the Colorado in Colorado. All-in 
prices for guides, food, equipment and 
m iscellaneous 
transportation 
will 
generally run about $40 to $50 a day for 
trips of five days. You can also explore 
Lake Superior by canoe ($270 for seven 
days) or go through the Grand Canyon by 
motor raft ($455 for seven days). 
More inform ation: Canoe clubs 
reachable through the American Canoe 
Association, 4260 East Evans, Denver, 
Colo. 80222, are likely to be your best 
source of information on close-at-hand 
activities and, sometimes, cheaper ex­ 
cursions.

Super handyman 
You can beat the cost of framing 


by 
Carrell 


Color printing is so super that 
you often find prints in a 
magazine that could be a great 
wall decoration. And since 
they’re free, why not frame a 
bunch for a picture wall? Well, 
if you go have them framed, 
you’ll see why not Custom 
framing is expensive and offers 
a good case for making your 
own frames. It will still cost 
some money, but you’ll save a 
lot over having it done. 
Decorative wood molding is 
available at lumberyards, and 
there are lots of sizes, shapes 
and patterns. You’ll need a 
miter box, a back saw and a 
ruler to get started. Remember 


in measuring that the picture is 
going to fit inside the frame, so 
be sure your marks for cutting 
are at the right place on the 
molding. The miter box is used 
to cut the pieces at a 45-degree 
angle so each corner will be 
square. Be careful in cutting 
because it’s easy to get con­ 
fused, and a miter cut the wrong 
way makes for funny frames. 
For gluing the pieces together, 
you’ll need corner clamps that 
hold diem while the glue sets 
up. Most people use glue plus a 
tiny brad driven through the 
edge so it goes into the two 
pieces, or a fastener that spans 
the miter crack on the back of 
the frame. The finished frame 
can be stained, painted or 
gilded. Glazes can give it an 
antique effect With a little 
practice and a few tools, you too 
can be in on the big frame-up.

A SUPER HINT - If you like to 
move wall hangings from time 
to time, you’ve probably been 
dismayed to find that the wall 
all around the picture has faded 
and left a faint outline. One way 
to slow down the outline is to 
keep the frame away from the 
wall so air can circulate behind 
the picture. This is done by 
merely sticking a pair of 
thumbtacks into the frame at 
the two lower corners. Just push 
the points in far enough to hold. 
This also makes the picture 
hang straighter. 
* • • 
Dear Al: 
After we spent hours shuffling 


17 wall hangings around to find 
the best arrangement for the 
picture wall, we hung them. 
Then after about a year, the 
landlord sent the painters in to 
paint our apartment. We 
worried that we would never get 
the same arrangement when we 
rehung the pictures. The 
painter’s helper asked if we had 
a Polaroid. We did, and we took 
a picture of the wall, and when 
the painting was done, we had 
no trouble getting the pictures 
all back like they were by just 
looking at the snapshot — F. G. 
That painter’s assistant 
probably owns the firm now. 
• * • 
SHOP TALK - Many a good 
frame has been botched up at 
the last instant because of the 
tiny brads that are used to hold 
the picture in place. If you’re 
really into framing, you might 
want to get a gadget called a 
brad squeezer. It has a padded 
jaw that fits against the frame. 
The brad is then laid down 
against the other jaw, and you 
squeeze the handles, and the 
thing forces the brad into the 
frame without the slightest 
damage to the frame. It’s much 
faster and certainly a lot kinder 
to frames.

Library can help identify prints 


Identifying an old print or 
painting can be as simple as a 
trip to the library or as ex­ 
citing as a good mystery 
novel. 
Your first clue is the artist’s 
signature. Once you have the 
artist’s name, take a trip to 
your library or museum and 
ask for the Bennezit En­ 
cyclopedia of the Art World, 
advised Sondra and Louis 
Goldman, both knowledgeable 
art dealers. 
Almost any good library 
will have a copy of Bennezit 
and although the encyclopedia 
is in French, it contains 
listings of all known artists 
who have ever lived, they ex­ 
plained. The reference work 
will give such information as 
museums where the artist's 
work may be seen ; prices paid 
as well as a signature of the 
artist for comparison pur­ 
poses. 
“ You can tell by the impor­ 
tance in Bennezit whether 
your painting is worth much 
or little,” they said. “ If the 
artist has a whole page, then 
you’ve got a fortune on your 
Stitchin' 


hands.” 
Etchings, engravings and 
lithographs are identified not 
only by signature but by size 
and the stock of paper, used. 
Well-known artists will use 
paper with their own personal 
watermark in it. 
A good dealer, museum 
curator or the head of a un­ 
iversity art department can 
help you with your identifica­ 
tion problems. 
Cleaning and restoration of 
art should never be done by an 
inexperienced person. If you 
have a painting that needs 
cleaning or has been damag­ 
ed, don't attempt to clean or 
repair it. 
“ Leave that to the experts 
Don’t do anything to your 
painting, don't touch it,” the 
Goldmans said emphatically 
If there is no one in your 
area qualified, wait until you 
can take it to a qualified per­ 
son to have it taken care of 
Contact the art department of 
the nearest university or art 
museum for the names of per­ 
sons experienced in this kind 
of work. 
The Goldmans were par­ 


ticularly emphatic about the 
use of tape on a print or pain­ 
ting. “ Don’t use it,” they said 
and explained that the glue of 
the tape will destroy the paper 
or canvas over a period of 
time. 
I t ' s a m a z i n g what a 
restorer can do to repair 
damage done to a painting 
“ An entire oil painting can be 
lifted from the old canvas and 
placed on a new one,” they 
said 
Other tips on the care of oil 
paintings include Don’t hang 
an oil over a fireplace that is 
used often, don’t subject it to 
extremes of heat or cold; do 
not hang it in direct sunlight 


Zipper imagainzation 


You have just purchased 
several yards of a pretty, 
lightweight nylon knit and a 
pattern for a one piece dress. 
The pattern envelope calls for 
a 22-inch back zipper. But you 
are petite, the fabric is 
stretchy, and an 18 or 20-inch 
zipper would be a better 
choice. 


You are making a pair of 
slacks, and the pattern 
envelope calls for a 7-inch 
zipper. But you are tall, and 
occasionally suffer a twinge 
of arthritis. A longer 9-inch 
zipper would be far more con­ 
venient. 
The pattern calls for an 
overlapped, hidden zipper in­ 
sertion But you have some 
beautiful ribbon trim. You can 
buy a brightly colored 
decorative zipper, give it an 
exposed insertion, and frame 
it in your ribbon trim. 
A woman who sews can 
make a choice about her 
zipper, just as she chooses the 


buttons and other trims for 
the outfit she is sewing. The 
experts at Talon point out that 
home sewers need different 
types of zippers for different 
styles and fabrics, and that 
they need not be limited by 
the zipper tr e a tm e n t 
suggested on the pattern 
envelope

types: the conventional chain 
or synthetic coil which comes 
in many lengths, which is call­ 
ed skirt or neckline when it is 
open at the top and dress when 
it is closed at the top; the in­ 
visible zipper which is design­ 
ed to disappear in a seam, and 
the separating zipper which 
opens at both ends. 
These zippers come in a 
wide choice of tapes and 
colors, weights and lengths. 
For a lightweight synthetic 
dress, choose an invisible 
zipper with a synthetic knit 
S 
; for a denim skirt choose 
p Brass zipper with a ring 
pull, inserted so the teeth are

and dust with a dry, soft cloth 
or feather duster — never 
with m oistened cloth or 
sponge. 
Water colors need special 
handling, too.
